ports an output of 2800 tons, which 
brought to the growers of the valley 
$1,200,000. The nuts were of a fair 
quality and the association's entire 
holdings were sold within 24 ih«a5a 
after the opening prices had been an- 
nounced. T!he price this year was 22V2 
cents for seedlings and 26 cents for 
budded nuts. With ideal harvest wea- 
ther, the entire crop of the valley was 
moved in a little less than eight weeks. 
It is of interest to note that the pack- 
ing plant of La Fuente Association has 
the greatest capacity of any walnut 
packing house in the world.

"Although the opening prices on the 


1D22 walnut crop were announced at a 
figure somewhat higher than the trade 
expected and also higher than perhaps 
90 per cent of the walnut growers an- 
ticipated, still, the association's offer- 
ings wero eagerly absorbed by the 
trade, and within forty-eight hours 
after opening prices were named tho 
association's entire estimated holdings 
were contracted for. Can anyone truth- 
fully" say that the association hasn 't a 
real sales department? 


"This means an immediate cleanup 


and quick final settlement with our 
growers. It means low selling cost be- 
cause the expenses incident to consign- 
ing and warehousing a portion of the 
crop have been eliminated. It means 
that quite a saving in special sales and 
promotion work has been made. And 
last but not least, it means that the 
1923 crop will find an eager and clean 
market. 


"As a result of this strong market 


situation, the California Walnut Grow- 
ers' 
Association immediately started 


paying tho locals 75 per cent of full 
opening prices as each car of walnuts 
was shipped, and toward the middle of 
October raised this percentage to 90 
per cent and at that time brough the 
payment on all back shipments up to a 
basis of 90 per cent of opening prices, 
thus making possible the distribution 
of substantial partial payments by af- 
filiated locals to their growers from 
time to time during the harvesting and 
shipping season. It is now assured that 
final settlement on the first pool, which 
closes November 20th, will bo made 
within a week after the pool closes, or 
not later than November 27th. 


"As most of the local associations 


have this year adopted a uniform ac- 
counting system by which individual 
growers' accounts are kept posted daily 
and as under this system practically al,l

Twenty-Third Annual 


Meeting of Growers 


The twenty-third annual meeting of 


the stockholders of the Covina Orange 
Growers' Association was held on Sat- 
urday last, Dec. 2, with usual number 
of stockholders present. 


The secretary's annual report was 


somewhat brief on account of the small 
volume of business transacted this year, 
due to the freeze of January. 
Of a 


total estimated out put of four hundred 
cars of oranges only thirty-two cars 
were shipped. Starting packing oper- 
ations on January C, thircen days later, 
•pecurred the most disastrous freeze 
in the history of our community, the 
remainder of the crop on the trees be- 
ing nearly 100 per cent frozen. 


However, a spirit of optimism pre- 


vailed among the growers present and 
a number of matters affecting the grow- 
ers' interests were discussed, espec- 
ially that as to biological control of 
scale and spider. 


President E. T. Cassel, of tho Ex- 


change Orange Products Co., San Dimas, 
gave a very interesting thirty minutes 
talk on the results of the orange by-pro- 
ducts work during the past year, show- 
ing the various commercial products 
that are being manufactured from the 
orange peel and also from tho juice. 
A ver 
TgSf*r« 
of oranges, after they had taken out all 
they could, there was still left approx- 
imately twelve hundred pounds of re- 
fuse, which as some of the growers 
residing on tho Walnut' wash could tes- 
tify had been dumped and turned loose 
down the wash this year. It seems that 
this matter has been a very grevious one 
for them to overcome, • until an analy- 
sis showed this pulp to be similar to 
the best boot pulp, which makes a fine 
dairy feed. Their first experiment along 
this line was with a "goat." 
They 


thought that if they killed Mr. Goat 
they could pay the bill alright. As he 
aine through successfully they tried it 
n a cow with excellent results. Fol- 
owing this they made arrangements 
vith a dairy man to feed it to a string 
f cows for thirty days. 
The results 


vere very gratifying in increased but- 
er fat and a sixty and ninety day test 
was made. On the final test a govern- 
ment man made the test check with a 
string of cows on sugar beet and ano- 
hcr string on orange pulp. The cows 
'ed on orange pulp allowed the best re- 
sults, and now the government is is- 
suing a bulletin that will give the per- 
centages on increased butter fat. From

It will have poured concrete 
walls, and a self-supporting roof, and a 
neat front, all large plate. This room, 
will be occupied, as soon as completed, 
with a stock of tractors, tractor tools, 
and nil manner of farming implements, 
following the very full lino carried by 
the parent store in Ontario, which is 
one of the largest implement houses in 
this state.

energetic company, this work will be 
pushed, and the new' house will bo do- 
ing business here in short order. 


The Drew Carriage company has long 


been the representative in this part of 
the country of various important linos 
of farming machinery, and many of the 
people in this part of tho valley have 
been going all the way to Ontario to 
trade with it. Recently it has much en- 
larged its territory to the west of us, 
faking in the fine farming region in 
that direction to within a few miles of 
Los Angeles. It has selected Covina as 
the point that is rightly located for 
handling this largo territory.

acumen to be called into question, if the conditions alleged really 
prevail. 
If a business man possesses the superior astuteness 


ascribed to him, he is not making a fortunate display of its 
effectiveness. What is he supposed to be doing with his superior- 
ity when he permits the forms of government which constitute 
his environment, control his activities, and fix his awards, to 
indulge in orgies of expenditure? 
He is an element in these 


governments. If he does not help to shape them, he is neglecting 
a plain duty. His equipment of astuteness is doing him small 
good. He is getting exactly the sort of governments, big and 
little, that he deserves. 


Government is extravagant at times. This government was 


wildly so as a preliminary of the war. Who were the "dollar-a- 
day" folk so proudly giving their services and directing various 
phases of the financial deals? Who indeed, but business men? 
The acumen devoted to the feathering of personal nests, and 
utterly forgetful of the common good, is nothing of wjhieh to be 
proud. And if the big, able and honest business men of the 
country do not themselves accept civic responsibility, or do not 
seek to have it placed in competent hands, they are bringing 
about the very condition at which the Milwaukee editor repines.

sought, become^less and less confusing. Too often the failure 
to face a-problem enhances its importance and increases the 
apprehension of possible untoward consequences to follow its 
right settlement. Perhaps no other single domestic problem, 
complicated somewhat by international considerations, has so 
greatly absorbed the attention of the people of the Pacific west 
and northwest in the United States for many years. Opposed 
to what many have seemed to regard as the aggressiveness of 
the Japanese to establish their claim to the right to become 
naturalized citizens of the country, has been a fairly unanimous 
white sentiment in California and neighboring states. 


The court decision recently rendered, written by Mr. Justice 


Sutherland, himself a westerner, obviously disposes finally of 
the controversy. It is made to appear that Japanese aliens are 
absolutely without legal right so far as United States citizenship 
is concerned, and this by an unavoidable interpretation of the 
law as it has existed for many years. The court makes it clear 
that the desired citizenship is withheld in the two cases under 
review, not because of any objection to the character or standing 
of the applicants, but because the law makes no provision what- 
ever for their naturalization. As cited in the opinion, this law 
seems direct and unambiguous. In elucidating this point the 
court says: 


"In all of the naturalization acts from 1700 to 1906, the 


privilege of naturalization was confined to white persons (with 
the addition in 1879 of those of African nativity and descent), 
although the exact wording of the various statues was not always 
the same. If congress in 1906 desired to alter a rule so well and 
so long established, it may be assumed that its purpose would 
have been definitely disclosed and its legislation to that end 
put in unmistakable terms.—Christian Science Monitor.

West Covina Election 


Is Set For February 3 


As an aftermath of the controversy 
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residents of West Covina over the sower 
problem, an election has been called by 
the board of supervisors of the county 
for February 3, submitting the question 
of the incorporation of the West Covina 
territory into a city of the sixth class. 


The territory which it is proposed to 


incorporate will include a little over 
eight square miles. The western bound- 
ary of the new city will be the west 
line of the West Coviiia school district, 
the northern line will run parallel G60 
feet south of the Pacific Electric rail- 
way, the east line will be half way be- 
tween Hollenbeck and Azusa avctiues, 
running parallel with these streets, and 
the south boundary line -will be COO feet 
north of Francisquito street. It is esti- 
mated that there will be forty miles of 
streets within the proposed territory 
and that the population at the present 
time is 084 souls. 


The territory includes a fifty-five aero 


ranch purchased by the Cily of Covina 
ten years ago for sewer purposes, which 
is the present bone of contention. 


The citizens of the \Vest Covina dis- 


trict are determined that this property 
shall iivil IK; used as a sewer farm and 
are prepared and determined to prevent 
it at any cost. Negotiations are now 
pending between the trustees of the city 
of Covina and the residents of West 
Covina for the purchase of the land in 
controversy. If this can be accomplish- 


d the proposed election will probably 


be culled off or allowed to go by de- 
fault. 
The incorporation of the rural 


territory would incur a heavy burden 
to the taxpayers of the district on ac- 
count of the upkeep of the roads, from 
which the county would be relieved. 


At a meeting of the Covina trustees 


this week, it was decided to readvertisc 
the sale of the city farm, $50,000 being 
set as a minimum price, instead of $60,- 
000, 
as formerly advertised. The land 


will be sold in separate parcels if the 
sale of the entire tract can be arranged 
for. 
The land is planted to ten-year-old 


walnut trees and contains a small houflO 
and barns.

forward to. Early in the year San Di- 
mas dam was completed. This reinforc- 
ed concrete structure, 150 feet long and 
140 feet high, controls the storm water 
from San Dimas canyon, but it cannot 
handle the entire flow when the big 
watershed- above it is drenched by 
storms for days and enough water still 
courses over the spillway and down the 
wash to menace property and even life, 
at times.

A f t e r long and careful study of the
